The total for the first 
wieven months of this year was 
given as 2773, as against 2505 for 
1935. 

With three counties yet to re- 
port, the deaths for November 
were given as 318, an increase of 
fifteen over November, 1935.

Campaign for Child Labor Amendment 


President Roosevelt's personal letters to the governors 
and governors-elect of 18 of the 23 states which have not 
ratified the federal child labor amendment, but whose 
legislatures meet this year, urging them to make ratifica- 
tion “one of the major items in the legislative program 
of your state this year,’ are an important and timely 
contribution to the campaign for the prompt approval 
of the amendment. 

Twenty-five states have already adopted the amend- 
ment. It requires favorable action on the part of only 
eleven more state legislatures to make this noble effort 
to protect the children of America from ruthless ex- 
ploiters a part of our fundamental law. 

The president was concise and to the point in his 
letter to the governors. He said: 

“Tam sure you will agree with me that one of the 
most encouraging developments of the past few years is 
the general agreement that has been reached that child 
labor should be permanently abolished. Outstanding 
gains were made under the NRA codes which have been 
maintained in many establishments through the volun- 
tary co-operation of employers. 

“However, it is clearly indicated that child labor, 
especially in low-paid, unstandardized types of work, is 
increasing. I am convinced that nation-wide minimum 
ste indards are necessary and that a way should be found 
promptly to crystalize in legal safeguards public opinion 
in behalf of the elimination of child labor. 

“Do you not agree with me that ratification of the 
child-labor amendment by the remaining eleven states 
whose action is necessary to place it in the constitution 
is the obvious way to early achievement of our objec- 
tive? I hope that you will feel that this can be made 
one of the major items in the legislative program of your 
$tate this year.”

that is taking place in Spain? 

It is a ‘le between those who are endeavor- 
ing to establish democracy and set up a government in behalf 
of the m of the people and those who are determined to 
retain the autocracy that has cursed Spain for centuries. Those 
fighting for the establishment of a democracy have proceeded 
in the past to secure political control at the ballot box and in 
the last general national election finally succeeded in winning 
a preponderance of legal control of the government. 
al decisions are what we, in our own country are 
proud to de: as democracy in action. We have always 
boasted that -r our form of government the will of the 
people becomes the law after the majority have voted. In Spain 
the people voted. The majority carried the election. The old 
government went out, and the new government was duly in- 
stalled, much as the Roosevelt administration replaced that of 
Hoover in 1933 

In the United States we made the change without either a 
revolution to bring it about, nor did we have a rebellion, like 
they are havi in Spain, because the majority of the people 
had decreed the have a new deal. 

But Spain is in Europe, where the forces of democracy are 
pitted again y in every country established 
on that continent. 

In Germany and in Italy autocracy, in the form of nazi and 
fascist dictatorships, today hold sway. In both countries they 
first outlawed political parties opposed to them. Then a little 
later regt j 
their proper 
got in both these countries from surrendering. A further result 
was that in both Italy and Germany average wages are steadily 
being forced to ever rels, as helpless unorganized 
workers are being -ssly exploited. 

In Spain and France the last elections swung pronouncedly 
towards the left, ate the trend but it 
was the forces fighting for democracy that really won. In those 
political victories labor was in the forefront of the political con- 
test and instead of being crushed and outlawed, as are the 
unions of Germany and Italy those of Spain and France are 
perhaps the livest and most active forces in control of those 
governments, regardiess of the names given the political parties 
being used to express the interests and the cause of labor. 

In England the forces of democracy are active. Although 
the present government is both conservative and almost pain- 
fully reactionary, still the spirit for democracy throughout the 
entire British empire is such that forceful suppression and ruth- 
less outlawing of labor activities have not, as yet, been at- 
tempted. Should it ever be attempted, such a move in Great 
Britain would probably encounter such determined and aggres- 
sive opposition that it is not likely that it ever would be pos- 
sible to put such a program over, for the reason that the trend 
of the entire British dominions is too strongly in the direction 
of democracy. 

In Russia recent reports indicate that the dictatorship, which 
has ruled there with an iron hand since 1918, is making giant 
strides towards democracy. In other words the Soviet republic 
is being completely democratized. In the recently adopted new 
constitution, which is already in force, it has fully legalized and 
definitely established as comprehensive a statement of real 
democracy as ever was set forth anywhere in the world. If this 
development continues in Russia that land, formerly noted as 
the most despotic nation, may in the near future become the 
most democratic nation on earth. 

If a new election should be forced in England, which may 
happen there suddenly, under certain circumstances, a pos- 
sibility of the near future is that even before the next general 
election there may be a shift to the labor party, as the dominant 
political party, instead of the conservative party, which is in 
power today. 

But regardles 
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s of elections the forces demanding more dem- 
ocracy are uniting all over Europe and it is equally true that 
the forces desiring a re-establishment of autocacy are likewise 
endeavoring to themselves in every country. What the 
so-called fascist movement really aims to realize is to crush 
democracy. Both Germany and Italy are examples of efforts 
being put forth to achieve this destruction.

In every country organized labor is lining up on the side of 
democracy and when the issues which underlie the struggle in 
Spain are more fully understood in the United States, than a 
misinforming press thus far has made possible, the labor move- 
ment of this country will doubtless be found lined up on the 
Same side as are the unions in Europe. 

Although many other issues have been injected into this 
war in Spain it should be made clear that the present war is 
One instigated, by those who want autocracy perpetuated, to 
overthrow a government that has been elected by the people. 
There is no question about the rebels getting their chief aid 
and the bulk of their war material from the reactionary govern- 
ments of Italy and Germany. It is a case of the autocracy of 
Europe making a desperate attempt to prevent democracy from 
spreading. When they no longer can hoodwink the majority 
of the people with propaganda they resort to force to defeat the 
will of the people. That is what they did in Italy and later the 
same thing was done in Germany. Now they are trying to do 
the same thing with military force in Spain but they have 
encountered far more opposition than they ever dreamed could 
develop. As matters look now it is not at all improbable that 
this war to restore autocracy in Spain may be lost in the end. 
If it is, that will be a great victory for democracy and people’s 
rule everywhere. 


Unpleasant as strikes are there are times when employers 
will not give any consideration to just demands until the in- 
dustry from which they draw large wealth stops cold by men 
quitting work and thus stopping profits entirely. In all cases 
where stubborn and unyielding employers finally become will- 
ing to reach an amicable.settlement, as a result of a strike, the 
results are beneficial. As a last resort strikes are still necessary. 


Remember this should be made the banner year of all time 
in increasing the membership of organized labor.

McCurdy Named for Unit 
| To Administer Maryland 
Unemployment Insurance 


The state board of public works, 
Baltimore, Md., named Joseph P. 


McCurdy, president of the Mary- 
land and District of Columbia 
Federation of Labor and president 
of the Baltimore Federation of 
Labor, as one of three executives 
to administer the unemployment 


insurance law recently enacted by 
the Maryland legislature. 


Mr. McCurdy was born in Balti- 


more in 1992 and received his ed- 


ucation in the Baltimore public 
schools. He was made vice presi- 
dent of the Baltimore Federation 


of Labor in 1926 and became pres- 
ident of the Maryland-District of 
Columbia Federation in 1932. He 
is also business manager of local 
} union 244 of the United Garment 
| Workers of America. 

The board of public works also 
appointed a state advisory council 
on unemployment insurance to as- 
sist the three executive officials. 
The advisory council consists of 
six members of which two, Patrick 
D. Harvey of Cumberland and C. 
W. Mitzel of Baltimore, represent 
labor, both of them being con- 
with the railroad brother- 
hoods. Mr. Harvey has been active 
in organization work in Western 
Maryland, while Mr. Mitgel has

served as the brotherhood’s repre- | 


sentative at Annapolis during ses- 
sions of the legislature. 


It is estimated that 306,000 work- | 
ers are covered by the Maryland | 


unemployment insurance law, 
Which provides that all the con- 
tributions to the insurance fund 
shall be made by employers 
through a payroll tax. Relative to 
the duration of the benefits for 
jobless workers, the law prescribes 
that they may not exceed the bal- 
ance in the employe’s account or 
16 times the weekly benefit, which- 
ever is the lesser. The maximum 
weekly benefits are fixed at $15 
and the minimum at $5 or three- 
fourths of the weekly wage, which- 
ever is the smaller.

Miss Lenroot Reports

In connection with figures in 
dicating a decided increase in the 
employment of children in indus- 
try, Katharine F. Lenroot, chief of 
the children’s bureau of the United 
States department of labor, and 
prominent in efforts made since

eighteen years of age,” predicted 
that the amendment would win the 
approval of the remaining states 
necessary for its adoption during 
the present year.
